he expected.” May I, as the chairman of 
the Howth Ratepayers’ Association referred 
to, state that the preparation of our case, 
involving as it did the employment of a 
solicitor and learned counsel, put our Asso- 
ciation to considerable trouble and expense, 
and may I further state as ; member of the 
Howth Urban District Council, who was 
elected at the head of the poll as an endorse- 
ment of my evidence at the Tribunal, that 
the former Howth Urban District Council in 
the presentation of their case incurred a 
debt, which the ratepayers have had to meet, 
of about 2s. 6d. in the £? It would appear 
that all this trouble and expense has gone 
for nothing unless the Government give effect 
to the findings of their own Tribunal. 

Regarding the long delay, I would like to 
point out that evidence was taken for and 
against the inclusion of Howth in the City of 
Dublin, prior to the passing of the Local 
Government (Qublin) Act, 1920. The 
evidence referred to above was given and 
endorsed by the Tribunal as far back as the 
vear 1935. The Tribunal did not publish 
their report until December, 1938, although 
the Ministry for Local Government must have 
heen undoubtedly aware of their findings long 
before that.

At the annual general meeting of the 
Licensed Vintners’ and Grocers’ Association,

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OLD DUBLIN CEILINGS | 


————— —“— & ———— 
A GLANCE AT THEIR 
DEVELOPMENT 


There are people who believe that. Angelica 
Kaufmann painted all their eighteenth 
century ceilings; that Bossi inlaid all their 
mantelpieces, and that Italians carried out all 
their stucco-work, said Mr. C. Curran, 
M.A., K.C., in a lecture on “Old Dublin 
Ceilings,’’ in the Members’ Hall of the Royal 
Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday after- 
noon. 

The fact, he said, was that there were 
still fading examples of sixteenth century 
plaster work at Carrick-on-Suir and Bunratty, 
though they had no medieval or renaissance 
work surviving in Dublin. Their earliest ceiling— 
restored in fascimile—was in the chapel of 
the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, dating from 
1685. This was a covered compartment ceiling, 
enrished with naturalistic ornament of un- 
usual boldness. 

The lecturer traced the development of 
eighteenth century plaster-work from the 
simple imitation of wainscot mouldings to 
the elaborate-figured rococo work of the mid- 
century. The earliest figured ceiling in Dublin 
was in the La Touche Bank, in Castle street— 
a house built before 1735—and was of rococo 
character. It was in contrast to the grave 
classical figure work of Francini, who first 
appeared in Carton, Co. Kildare, in 1739, at 
No. 85 St. Stephen’s Green in 1740, and at 
Riverstown, Co. Cork, in 1745. The native work 
in Henrietta street dating from 1730, as well 
as the Francini work, was accompanied by late 
Louis XIV. ornament, which passed 

radually to rococo. Rococo work began in 
4a Touche Bank, and reached its full stature 
in the ceilings of Mespil House in 1751, and 
in the St. Stephen’s Green Club in 1755. The 
perfect disposition, grace and clarity of the 
ceilings in Mespil House were the very poetry 
of plaster. 

References were also made to figured ceil- 
ings at 20 Dominick street, 76 St. Stephen's 
Green, 49 O'Connell street, and other houses 
of the mid-century period. Robert West was 
the master of this period, and his presence 
was felt in Cavendish row, Mornington 
House, and in 8 St. Stephen’s Green. The 
last-named represented the passage from 
rococo at its height, and before its conversion 
into the new Louis XIV., or Adam style. The 
new Adam style ruled the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century, and the most  distin- 
guished master of it in Dublin was Michael 
Stapleten, whose work was found in Powers- 
court House, in 16 and 17 St. Stephen’s 
Green, and many other houses about St. 
Stephen’s Green and Mountjoy square, but 
most richly in Belvedere House. Among ms 
rivals were Charles Thorpe, who worked in 
the Blue-coat School and in the City Hall, 
and James McCullagh. 

The lecturer concluded with a plea for an 
organised graphic or photographic survey of 
all this craftwork, much of which has 
perished from neglect in recent years.

FACING THE FUTURE 


At the final meeting last night of the 
Catholic Social Week, organised by the 
C.Y.M.S., in the Mansion House, Dublin, the 
Rev. M. H. Gaffney, 8.J., read a paper on 
“The Youth of To-day in the Ireland of 
To-morrow.” The radical cause of the 
modern Armageddon, he said, was the human 
disloyalty to truth, justice and charity. The 
most practical way of facing the future was 
in fearlessly examining their own consciences, 
They had more than enough imperfections 
to keep them humble, and in a world at war 
they could not afford to pin roses upon their 
robes. ‘‘ We are a nation prepared to defend 
our national patrimony, and that brings more 

rils than the danger of death. The State 
xas done noble work for youth in stiffening 
the national fibre, and in the organisation of 
the nation’s manhood, With that should go 
a revival of spiritual values and an intensi- 
fication of the spiritual life. Otherwise, what 
is in its beginnings good, may slip down into 
that materialism. which has taken half 
Europe in thrall.”’ 

Referring to dance halls, Father Gaffney 
said that the real tragedy was that the 
national intelligence and foresight failed to 
substitute in time something more healthy. 

The Rev. L. Gallagher, 8.J., proposing a 
vote of thanks, said that parental control 
was breaking down. The primary responsi- 
bility for a child's soul went with parent- 
hood. One of the most serious dangers was 
the fashion of intoxicating drink.
